NEW YORK, Aug. 12.— In an 
effort to prevent a spread of the 
strike called by the Actors’ Equity 
Association to other cities, the Pro- 
ducing Manager's Protective Associ- 
ation announced tonight that its 
attorneys had deen instructed to 
bring injunefion suits against the. 
Equity in Chicago, Boston and Phil- 
adelp restraining it from inter- 
fering with the productions in those 
cities. 

This step, it was said, was taken 
after the managers learned “through 
reliable sources,” that Francis 
son, president of the Equity, had 
left for Chicago for the purpose of 
attempting to call out actors there.

Yesterday the first sale of army 
canned goods at two downtown 
stores resulted in the disposal of 
80,000 cans of corn and peas at a 
raving of 80 per cent. over the cur- 
rent retail prices. To meet thik com- 
petition there was a general reduc- 
tion of price by retatiers. 

The prevailing retail price for su- 
gar was 12 and 13 cents a pound in 
a majority of stores. 

A few days ago sugar sold as 
high as 16 cents a pound.

Henry C. Rolopp, in charge of 
the Federal Food ‘Administration 
sugar bureau, today set 12 cents a 
pound as 4 fair price of the com- 
modity to the consumer.

AMERICA FAVORS 
RUMANIANS NOW 


Peace Commissioners Reverse 
on Budapest Occupation, 
Think it Guarantee Against 
Bolshevism in Hungary. 


Bela Kun Learned Allies’ Plan 
and Made First Move. 


BY HENRY WALES. 


[BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 

PARIS, Aug. 12.--The American 
peace commission has reversed itself 
sharply upon the Rumanian occupa- 
tion of Budapest. 

All last week the American com- 
missioners and Mr. Polk appeared 
unalterably opposed to a Rumanian 
occupation, and insisted that the in- 
vaders withdraw immediately and 
retire behind the Theiss River and 
the frontier fixed by the armistice. 
But today they are willing that the 
Rumanians stay in Budapest until 


the danger of the Bolsheviki setting 
up a new government replacing 
An Joseph passes. 


The American commpasion admits | 
the Rumanians have a legal right to 


seize materiai stolen from Rumania 
by the Hungarians under Macken- 
sen since the autumn ot 1918, ac- 
cording to the recent Rumanian ulti- 
matum to Hungary, but they char- 
acterize the seizure as might which 
does not always make right.” 

It seems the Peace Conference is 
beginning to realize that Rumanian 
occupation of Budapest affords an 
excellent guarantee against Bol- 
shevism again claiming *Hungary, 
and that their original policy of in- 
sisting on the evacuation of Hun- 
gary by the Rumanians was III-ad- 
vised. 


WILL PREVENT ‘RIOTING. 
That the presence of the Ruma- 
nlans will prevent rioting and blood- 
shed in event the Josef Cabinet is 
overturned is the reason given for 
wanting to keep the Rumanians in 
Budapest now, but i is remembered 
that the Peidl government succeed- 
ed Bela Kun and Josef succeeded 
Peidl without either rioting or blood- 
shed. 

The Peidl government was over- 
thrown a week ago Sunday—the day 
before the advance guards of Ru- 
manian cavairy entered Budapest. So 
the Peace Conference errs in stat- 
ing the Rumanian occupation of the 
city caused the overthrow of Peidl. 

The American delegation is now 
willing to believe the Rumanians 
did not receive the Peace Conference 
orders to cease advancing until they 
actually had entered Budapest, al- 
though last week they were positive 
the Rum ans deliberately disre- 
garded the instructions of the con- 
ference, entering the capital after 
receiving orders to «tay out. 

Close students of the situation can- 
not interpret the American change 
of opinion except through French, 
Italian and British pressure. 

BELA KUN HIT FIRST. 


Bela Kun's Bolehevik army 
the jump on the Allies and attacked 
the Rumanians on July 20, exactly 
twenty-four hours in advance of the 
time when Premier Clemenceau ex- 
pected Marshal Foch to start an Al- 
lied offensive against the Hungarians. 

On July 17 Marshal Foch report- 
ed to the council of five he could 
crush Bolshevik Hungary with 250, 
000 troops. He proposed to appor- 
tion these troops as follows: Ryuman- 
12,000; Serbs for divisions 
numbering 50,000, and tne Czecho- 
Slovaks, the balance, in all about 
75,000 to 80,000 troops. 

The British and American mili- 
tary representatives approved the 
plan and Premier Clemenceau or- 
dered Marshal Foch's plan of opera- 
tions for the campaign to be 
launched not later than four days 
from then, or on July 21. 

HUNGARIANS LEARN PLAN. 

But the Hungarians learned the 
Allies intended to start the offensive 
and they began their attack on July 
20. Their lack of success was said to 
be due largely to their incomplete 
plans due to their hurry to forestall 
the Allies. The Rumanians claim 
the Italians tipped Bela Kun off to 


retiring behind the Theiss River, the 
Rumanians stood firm and broke 
the Hungarian attavks. Then they 
assumed the offensive and without 
any help batt@red the disorganized 
Hungarians and occupied Budapest. 
The Rumanians claim the Serbians 
decorated Belgrade and held a pub- 
lic rejoicing on the firet day of the 
Hungarian. offensive when they 
heard of the initial Rumanian re- 
verses and that the Czecho-Slovaks 
refused to participate in a campaign 
against the Hungarians when it 
seemed the Bela Kun forces were 
meeting with success. 1 

The Serbians told Marshal Foch 
they bad 8000 troope facing the 
Hungarians and 50,000 opposite the 
Italians at Fiume, four more divi- 
sions along the Rumanian-Transy!- 
vanian frontier and 25,000 watching 
the Bulgarians. 

MONARCHIAL PROPAGANDA. 


An intensive propaganda for a 
monarchial restoration is being con- 
ducted under the cloak of anti- 
Bolshevism which, if successful, 
means restoration of former Em- 
peror Charles and the former 
Kaiser, is the belief of those watch- 
ing the Hungarian situation and 
Archduke Joseph's accession to 
power. It is reported from Vienna 
that the Austrians are beginning 
openly to express the opinion since 
receiving the stringent peace treaty, 
that they cannot exist alone since 
they are forbidden to amalgamate 
with Germany, the only course left 
for them is to join up with Hun- 
gary. 

The Croatian outbreaks recently 
reported corroborate statements 
from trained observers on the 
ground that the Croats are begin- 
ning to resent being combined with 
| greater Serbia and would be willing 
to join a federation that recognized 
their autonomy. They are reported 
already to have had assurances that 
the Germans in Bohemia would 
join such a federation while in the 
remainder of Czecho-Slovakia there 
is a widespread feeling of appre- 
hension of remaining alone to- face 
the Poles and Ukrainians. 

Religious influences are working 
also favoring such a 
— Minister Erzberger and the 
Pan-Germanists and monarchists 
believe a restoration of Charles will 
surely be followed by that of the 
former Kaiser. The weak link in 
the Peace Conference against con- 
summation of such a scheme is that 
certain dynasties ruling Allied coun- 
tries view these restorations with 
sympathy.

Made from Drafts Submitted 
by Four Great Powers. 


Legal Adviser at Versailles 
Informs the Committee. 


Never Heard of Plan Drafted 
by New York Lawyers, 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—The 
plan for a League of Nations used 
as a basis of discussion at Versailles 
was not any of the drafts submitted 
by the United States, Great Britain. 
France or Italy, but was a comhina- 
tion of all of them, the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee was told 
today by David Hunter Miller, legal 
adviser to the League of Nations 
Commission at Versailles. 

Chairman Lodge said President 
Wilson had told the committee at 
the White House in March that the 
British Plan drawn by Gen. Smuts 
was used as a basis of consideration. 
but the witness protested that such 
was not his recollection. 

THE AMERICAN PLAN. 

The witness said he had submitted 
memoranda on the American plan, 
but did not see the finished product 
until] it was printed in the form 
transmitted to the committee yes- 
terday by President Wilson. 

“Where did the plan come from?“ 
asked Senator Lodge. 

“I suppose it came from the Pres- 
ident.” 

“What became of it?” 

“I think it was submitted to the 
commission on the League of Na- 
tions. I didn’t personally have any- 
thing to do with it.” 

NO PREVIOUS EXPERIENCE. 

Questioned by Senator Brande- 
gee, Mr. Miller said he was a law 
partner of Gordon Auchincloss, son- 
in-law of Col. F. M. House, one of 


the American delegates at the Peace 
Conference. 

“Did you have any experience in 
international affairs, in drafting 
treaties’ asked Senator Brandegee. 

“Not prior to my appointment as 
a special assistant in the State De- 
partment, shortly after the United 
States entered the war.“ 

Mr. Miller said he never had heard 
of any plan for a league drafted by 
New York lawyers and taken to 
Paris by the President. 

BOUNDARY GUARANTEES. 

Senator Brandegee asked ‘as of 
what date” the “territorial integrity” 
mentioned under Article X of the 
covenant was to be guaranteed. 

“I understand the boundaries and 
territorial integrity of nations are 
to be guaranteed primarily @ they 
existed at the signing of the treaty, 
and secondarily as they may be de- 
termined under the treaty by 
plebiscite, for instance.” 

Senator Harding questioned the 
witness as to what would ensue un- 
der the covenant t the league made 
a decision affecting American terri- 
tory contrary to the wishes of the 
American government. The witness 
said there would be no authority to 
enforce the league decision unless 
the United States broke its cove- 
nants and went to war over the 
question. 

BACKING OF LEAGUE. 


“Then what does the league have 
to back up its decisions?’ persisted 
Mr. Harding. 

“Public opinion and moral force.” 

Asked who drew up the composite 
draft of the covenant used as a 
basis of discussions at Versailles, the 
witness said “Mr. Hurst and my- 
Self. 

Asked later for the full name of 
Mr. Huvst. Mr. Miller said it was 
C. J. P. Hurst, “a legal adviser to 
the British Foreign Office.” 

“Ian't he well known in England 
as a pacifist?” 

“Wasn't he suspected of being 
pro-German?” asked Senator Brand- 


ee. 

“I don't know.” 

FALL INJECTS MEXICO. 

Senator Fall, Republican, New 
Mexico, asked what the situation 
would be if the league awarded a 
strip of American territory to Mex- 
ico and Mexico accepted the decision 
of the league and placed her flag 
over the disputed territory, though 
the United States refused to abide 
by the decision. 

“It would be an invasion of the 
United States,” the witness replied. 

“One which we could resist with 
armed force without violating our 
covenant?” 

“Ves.” 

It was the opinion of committee 
members that no further witnesses 
would be asked to come before the 
committee in its consideration of 
the treaty. Some members want to 
ask that Col. House, who still is in 
Europe, be called to answer ques- 
tions about the league, but the gen- 
eral expectation is that the proposal 
will be abandoned because too great 
a delay would result. 


JAP ROYALTY WILLI 
BE PHOTOGRAPHED. 


[& P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE} 
TOKIO, June 10.—Permission has 
just been granted to take photo- 
graphs of the imperial family as 


they appear in public driving in a 
carriage, but not when they are on 
horseback or afoot. This is inter- 
preted here as a very great con- 
cession to the spirit of democracy. 

In the earlier days of Japan it 
was popularly supposed that any 
one gazing on the sacred Emperor 
would be struck blind. According- 
ly his face was always veiled by a 
fine Lamboo mat when an audience 
was granted. As late as 1915, on 
the occasion of the coronation at 
Kioto, photographs of the Emper- 
or and Empress exhibited in shop 
windows had the faces of Their 
Majesties obscured by a plece of 
paper. 

Now snapshots of the Emperor 
and his consort are appearing fre- 
quently In the Japanese newspapers. 


British Gun Used on Zeebrugge.

FERRY FARES RAISED. 
A. P. DAY WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 12.—In- 
creases in fares charged by the San 
Francisco-Oakland Terminals Rail- 
ways (Key Route System) for trans 
bay ferry service was authorized by 
the State Railroad Commission to- 
day. In granting the increases the 
commission severely criticised the 
financial! structure of the company. 

The new rates, which may be 
made effective within thirty days, 
increase the one-way fare across San 
Francisco Bay from 11 to 15 cents, 
and the monthiy commutation rate 
from $3.30 to $4. 

The financial structure of the com- 
Pany, the commission said, is un- 
sound in its foundation and not like- 
ly to keep the future out of difi- 
culties unless there ig a thorough- 
going reorganization of its finances.” 
The company's depreciation reserve 
account was characterized as book 
keeping and not actual money.” 

The commission, declaring that the 
ferry and the transbay traction serv- 
ice could not well be segregated, said 
it would be impracticable to have 
one set of rates for the key system 
and another for the competing 
Southern Pacific ferry service.

DOUGHBOYS ABSENT IN 
PARIS WITHOUT LEAVE 


PROVOST MARSHAL ESTIMATES 
1000, WITH HUNDREDS 
MORE SCATTERED.

{BY CABLE—EXCIABIVE DISPATCH.) 

PARIS, Aug. %&-——-More than a 
thousand American doughboss still 
are absent without leave in Paris and 
several hundred more are scattered 
in France between Paris and Nancy 
behind the old front, an attache of 
the provost marshal's office today 
said. 

At the present rate of rounding 
up deserters or “A. W. O. L.'s” as 
they are called, it will be necessary, 
perhaps, to maintain the American 
military police bureau in France 
for another year as the authorities 
are encountering extreme  dif- 
fieulty in capturing the men. 

Most deserters have regulation 
army automatic pistols which they 
do not hesitate to use, so that the 
average French policeman does not 
dare to tackle them. Instead, when 
the French authorities discover an 
American A. W. O. IL. they simply 
try to keep track of him and notify 
the American provost marshal. 

AUTO SPEEDS TO 8CENE. 

The provost marshal’s department 
has a number of crack operatives 
who jump into an automobile and 
fo after the deserters, not report- 
ing back until they fetch in their 
men. 

“Eventually we will get all the 
American deserters,” said the pro- 
vost marshal attache, because to re- 
main in France these men must have 
some kind of graft—-either they are 
thieves or holdup men or they live 
off the earnings of women. If they 
Steal or rob we get them finally 
by running them down. and if they 
are with underworld women, we get 
them, too, because sometime or

“The provisional government of 
the northern region of Russia, at 
Archangel, which has been operat- 
ing in adherence with the Kolchak 
government, against the Bolsheviks, 
has called the attention of the Al- 
lied governments to the situation 
inevitable as the result of the with- 
drawal of Allied forces in Russia. 
pointing out the urgent necessity of 
military, finapeial and railway svup- 
port, 

FACE BIG PROBLEMS. 

“The note says that the northern 
region has been constantly facec 
with great difficulty owing to the 
vast extent of its thinly-peopled ter- 
ritory, which has hindered the for- 
mation of more imposing armed 
forces, and owing also to the ex- 
treme poverty of the country’s nat- 
vral resources. The note says that, 
thanks to Allied assistance, so far, 
public order and safety and norma! 
social conditions have been re-estab- 
lished in the northern and now 
administrative ministry created, hut 
that the situation will be very ser!- 
ous if Allied support er shall 
not be forthcoming. 

“The note concludes: 

“The provisional government is 
responsible for the fate of the region 
which has confided in it and which 
has so far borne with patience al! 
the war's burdens and is moreover 
bound before its own conscience and 
before its own native land to con- 
tribute its utmost to the reconstruc- 
tion and renaissance of Russia. 
Therefore the provisional govern- 
ment of the northern region begs the 
Allied powers to weigh all the con- 
sequences and again to examine 
the advisability of abandoning 
North Russia and leaving ij without 
financial and military support. 

“The provisional government is 
firm in the belief that the Allied 
powers will find an issue from the 
present situation in accordance with 
the strong bends with which ‘they 
bound themselyes to Russia during 
the titanic struggle for freedom and 
high ideale just brought to a suc- 


cessful end them.“ 
RUSSIANS HOPEFUL. 
Although government officials 


look upon the situation as acutely 
pessimistic the feeling in Russian 
circles is more hopefu.. 

It ia the belief of Russian officials 
here that the Bolsheviki are carry- 
ing on their last desperate cam- 
paign, which may be likened to the 
attempt of the German army in 
March, 1918, to crush the Anglo- 
French fronts in France. In that 
effort, it is recalled, the Germans 
expended their last energies and 
collapsed completely within a few 
months. 

Cable advices from Omsk today 
Admiral Kolchak, who 
has gone to the front to take per- 
sonal command of the Siberian army, 
has just addressed a proclamation 
to the population of Siberia in which 
he states that the only tissue for 
the people in this “last and terrible 
struggle” is “to defeat the enemy or 
die.” 

At the present time it is known 
the American government is not con- 
sidering any important change in 
the assistance that the United States 
is giving in the maintenance and 
operation of the Siberian railway. 
It was admitted today, however, that 
John F. Stevens and his assistants 
may be obliged, if the Omsk govern- 
ment's reverses continue, to with- 
draw toward the east. Some of the 
members of the railway expedition 
to Siberia are established in Omsk. 


ATTACK ON LEGATIONS. 


From European Russia the follow- 
ing information was summarized to- 
day by the State Department from 
recent reports: 

“Authoritative confirmation of re- 
ports of invasion of foreign em- 
bassies and consulates by the Bol- 
shevik authorities in Russia and in- 
formation regarding the Bolshevik 
treatment of foreigners are given in 
a dispatch that the Department of 
State has received from Copenhagen. 
The dispatch summarizes a report to 
the Danish government from the 
Danish Consul at Warsaw, based on 
first-hand information from the 
Danish Red Cross mission to Petro- 
grad, which has left Russia and 
just arrived in Warsaw: 

“The report says that the Bol- 
shevist police on June 2 and 3 
made a 4@omiciliary visitation and 
sealing in all legations and con- 
gulates at Petrograd and Moscow 


and in the branches of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross at Petrograd, Mos- 
cow. Samarse and Home. This 


domiciliary visitation was extended 
to foreigners generally in Bolshevik 
Russia, many of whom were arrest- 
ed and the majority of those for- 
elgners in Petrograd were trans- 


ferred to Moscow and interned in 
concentration camps. The Petro- 
grad branch of the Danish Red 


Crose after succeeding in securing 
the release of a large number of 
foreigners at Petrograd and in sup- 
plying them with food was trans- 
ferred to Moscow July 10, finding 
that nothing more coald be done for 
the rest of the foreigners in Petro- 
grad.” 


ARCHANGEL, Monday, Aug. 11 
—An appeal to the Allied nations 
not to withdraw their troops from 
Russia is being lesued by the mu- 
nicipality of Archangel. 

ARREST FORMER CHIEF.

in his finally carefully-prepared 
three-months’ peroration intended 
to appeal to the Senate and the gal- 
leries, has he shown the slightest 
heart sympathy with the desire of 
the world to have peace? Has he 
shown any sympathy with the desire 
of the mother that her son shall not 
die uselessiy upon the battlefields? 
“It is easy for the Senator to scorn 
and cast obloquy upon the sentence 
of the President when the President 
said, ‘If you defeat the League of 
Nations, you will break the heart of 
the world.’ With an absolute, cold 
New England cynicism that invites 
the scorn of every honest, human, 
loving man, he merely made fun of 
the phrase, It is „ alight thing to 
break the heart of the world, pro- 
vided Republican policies in the Sen- 
ate of the United States are at stake. 


MAKES FUN OF BRAVE. 


The Senator goes back in history 
and he tells us of all the brave 
dreams that brave men have ever 
dreamt, and then he makes fun of 
it all. The Holy Alliance came from 
autocrats seeking the perpetuation 
of autocratic power. it failed, Does 
it fellow, necessarily, therefore, that 
an agreement between the peoples 
of the earth seeking popular power 
shall fail? 

“The Senator can stand there and 
read his carefully-prepared sentences 
with the view of controlling politics 
in America, but he cannot blot out 
the fact that, while | am a citizen 
of America, I am also a citizen of 
the world.” 

Referring to Senator Lodge's as- 
sertion that the covenant would 
oblige the United States to send 
troops to ald Hedjez in defending 
her integrity, Senator Williams de- 
clared the Massachusetts Senator 
knew when he said it that there 
was nothing of that sort provided. 

PLEASED THE GALLERIES. 

“But it pleased the gallertes, con- 
tinued Senator Williams; “it tickled 
the ears of the groundlings.” 

It was idle, the speaker said, to 
say that the United States might 
be forced to accept Japanese imm i- 
gration under the league. 

“Who would force us to do that“ 
he asked. “The decision would have 
to be unanimous, and would Great 
Britain join in forcing us to do 
this’? If she undertook to force Japa- 
nese immigration on Canada or New 
Zealand she would break up the Brit- 
ish empire.“ 

Senator Hitcheock, Democrat, Ne- 
braska, who followed Senator Wil- 
liams, said the latter had been a 
“little severe in denouneing Mr. 
Lodge for criticising the League of 
Nations. Senator Hitchcock read 
from an address by Mr. Lodge in 
1915, favoring the idea of a league 
and added: 

It is for the Senator from Massa- 
chusetts to explain why he now de- 
nounced the league and glorifies na- 
tionalism.” 

HITCHCOCK ALSO HISSED. 

Some applause and hisses from 
the galleries ensued and the Vice- 
President again warned spectators 
of the rule against demonstration, 
declaring that the rule was made 
presumably to insure freedom of de- 
bate. 

“There has been a shocking spec- 
tacle of hissing in the galleries of 
the United States Senate, eaid Mr. 
Marshall. “I am not personally re- 
sponsible for the rule. As far as the 
chair is personally concerned, you 
can cheer ail you want to and throw 
all the stale vegetables you want to, 
but I ask that you obeerve the rule 
that has been made.” 

Senator Borah of Idaho replied 
briefy to Senators Williams and 
Hitcheock. Regarding Senator 
Lodge's former address favoring a 
league, Senator Borah said: 

“Great men often change their 
minds.“ and reminded the Senate 
that President Wilson in books and 


were furnished for the party. 


addresses had approved George 
Washington's foreign policy of 
American political isolation. 

“Rut I am only defending the Re- 


publican leader,” Senator 
Hitchcock. 
“And Tam only defending the 


President,“ replied Mr. Borah. 
GALLERY LAUGHS. 

The remark was followed by 
laughter in the gallery, drawing still 
another admonition from the Vice- 
President, who said the visitors 
should be “at least courteous.” 

Senator Borah said whatever 
might be thought about various fea- 
tures of the league, it was certain 
that it would destroy both the Mon- 
roe Doctrine and Washington's pol- 
icy of no entangling alliances. 

“T want no league,” said the Ida- 
ho Senator. “You can't have any 
league without a compromise of 
these two polices. How can you 
have a league without sacrificing the 
policy of Washington’? And does any 
man think that once we are en- 
tangled in European affairs, the 
Monroe Doctrine can be preserved? 

“In these things compromise is 
degradation and concession is ruin. 
Upon these questions I want no 
compromise and no reservation, I 
do not propose to be deluded by 
reservations.” 

LODGE REJECTS FEATURES. 

Describing the League of Nations 
as a “deformed experiment upon a 
noble purpose,” Senator Lodge de- 


clared in a Senate speech today 
that there were features of the 
league covenant which a an 
American he never could accept. 

Creating. not a league of peace, 
but an alliance embracing many 
“provisions for war, the covenant 
he added, would kill the Mon 
Doctrine, nullify any possibility of 
withdrawal from membership, im- 
pair the sovereign power of deciding 
domestic questions, and “plunge the 
United States into every controversy 
and conflict on the face of the 
globe. 

“I am as anxious as any human 
being can be to have the United 
States render every possible serv- 
ice to the civilization and the peace 
of mankind,” he said, “but I am 
certain we can do it best by not put- 
ting ourselves in leading strings or 
subjecting our policies and our 
sovereignty to other nations, 

AN AMERICAN FIRST. 

“I can never be anything else but 
an American, and I must think of 
the United States first, and when I 
think of the United States first in 
an arrangement like this, I am 
thinking of what is best for the 
world, for if the United States fails 
the best hopes of mankind fall 
with it. 

“We are told that we shall ‘break 
the heart of the world’ if we do not 
take thie league just as it stands. I 
fear that the hearts of the vast ma- 
jority of mankind would beat on 
steadily and without any quicken- 
ing if the league were to perish al- 
together. 

[Ideals have been thrust upon 
us as an argument for the league 
until the healthy mind which re- 


jects cants revolts from them.”

England broke from 
the Holy Alliance because English 
statesmen saw that it was intended 
to turn the aliiance—and this 
league is an alllance—into a means 
of repressing internal revolutions 
or insurrections. 

Any matter affecting the peace 
of the world ts a very broad state- 
ment which could be made to justify 
most any interference on the part 
of the league with the internal af- 
fairs of other countries. 

PLEDGE OF ARTICLE X. 


“In Article X the United States is 
bound on the appeal of any mem- 
ber of the league not only to re- 
spect, but to preserve its inde- 
pendence and its boundaries, and 
that pledge, if we give it, must be 


fulfilled. There is to me no dis- 
tinction whatever in a treaty be- 
tween what some persons are 


pleased to call legal and moral obli- 
gations. A treaty must rest upon 
moral obligations. The pathway 
of dishonor is always open. But 
whatever the United States agrees 
to, by that agreement she must 
abide. 

“Under Article “. if King Hussein 
(of Hedjas) appeals to us for aid 
and protection against external ag- 
greasion we should be bound to give 
that aid and protection and to send 
American soldiers o Arabia. This 
illustrates the point whivh is to me 
objectionable in the league. I know 
the answer well—th+ of course they 
could not be sent without action dy 
Congress. Congress would have no 
choice if acting in good faith, 

ARTICLE 


“Let me now riefly point out the 
insuperable difficulty which I find in 
Article XV. It bewine ‘if there should 
arise between members of the league 
any dispute likely to lead to a rup- 
ture“ — any dispute’ covers a dispute 
over tariff duties and over immigra- 
tion. 

“An immigration dispute or a dis- 
pute over tariff duties, met by the 
procedure set forth in Article XV, 
comes before the Assembly for a de- 
cision by what ie practically a ma- 
jority vote of the entire Assembly. 
There should be no possibility of 
other nations deciding who shall 
dome into the United States, or un- 
der what conditions they shall en- 
ter. If a nation cannot say with- 
out appeal who shall come within 
ites gates and become a part of its 
citizenship, it has ceased to be a 
sovereign nation, it has become a 
tributary and subject nation, and it 
makes no difference whether it is 
subject to league or to a conqueror.” 

The Senator said the British dele- 
gates to the Peace Conferences, in a 
statement regarding the Monroe Doc- 
trine, had asserted that should a dis- 
pute arise as to he meaning of the 
doctrine “the league is there to set- 
tle it.” 

THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

“The Monroe Doctrine was the 
corollary of Washington's injunction 
against permanent aliiances,” he 
continued. “It reiterates and reaf- 
firms the principle. We do not secx 
to meddle in the effairs of Europe 
and keep Europe out of the Amer- 
icas. It is aa important to keep the 
United States out of Kuropean at- 
fairs as to keep Farope out of the 
American continent. 

“It was purely an Amertcan doc- 
trine, a purely American policy, 
wisely designed for our defense. 

“Why. in the neme of peace, 
should we extinguish it’ Why, in 
the name of peace, should we be 
called upon to leave the interpreta- 
tion of the Monroe Doctrine to other 
nations? It is an American policy. 
It is our own. It has guarded us 
well and I for one can never con- 
sent to destroy it by a clause in a 
treaty and hand over its body for 
dissection to the nations of Europe.” 

WILLIAMS IS HISSED. 


When Senator Williams, Democrat. 
Mississippi, beginning a reply to Ren- 
ator Lodge, declared the Massa 
chusetts Senator “always had made 
a show of himself“ he was inter- 
rupted by loud hisses from the gal- 
lery. 

Senator Lodge had been applauded 
for a full minute when he ended his 
address.

He Advised Raises, 


Alleged Discrimination by 
Jobbers Outlined. 


> 


Federal Board Continues its 
Inquiry Into Charges. 


Detatis of the organization, plans 
and expectations of the Los Angeles 
Grocery Company were _ explained 
yesterday by Flavel Shurtleff, gen- 
eral manager of the company, dur- 
ing his cross-examination by Irving 
Walker, one of the attorneys repre- 
senting the respondents in the Fed- 
eral Trade Commissiof hearing 
against the cane sugar refiners, 
wholesale grocers and brokers of 
Les Angeles. The hearing started 
Monday morning in the Federal 
Building. No other witness beside 
Mr. Shurtieff has been called. 
Hundreds of copies of “88 Prog- 


ress,” the official paper of the Los 


Angeles Grocery Company, are be- 
img used by the cefense in the ac- 
tion, and Mr. Walker read extracts 
from many of the articles and asked 
Mr. Shurtleff to explain them. 

The witness testified that the 
company was working along lines of 
explaining to the retail grocers what 
methods other grocers had used to 
make their business a success, and 
he made reference to one article 


published in “88 Progress” in which 
the grocers were urged, several 
months ago, not to sell “milk at 10 
cents a can. Selling milk at this price 
was spoken of as “making it harder 
to overcome conditions that are al- 
ready unbearable.” Mr. Shurtleff said 
he had meant that grocers should 
not sell any product for less money 
than they could buy it, and said they 
were selling a certain canned milk 
for 10 cents, when it could not be 
bought at wholesale for that price. 
WHY DISCRIMINATE? 


A baking powder was another A 
ticle referred to. Witness said gro- 
cers used it as a leader, “and we 
were trying to discourage them from 
selling it at a lower price than it 
could be bought fou 

Mr. Walker wanted to know why 
the company urged the grocers to 
buy one particular class of goods 
against another. He made mention 
of an article published in the “8§ 
Progress” in which the grocers 
were asked to push one chocolate 
in preference to another. The reason, 
witness said, was that the former was 
cheaper. It was brought out that the 
product was bought direct and that 
the other was through a jobber. 

Considerable stress was laid on the 
financial statement of the Los An- 
geles Grocery Company, as published 
in the paper. Mr. Walker read it 
several times. “All goods are sold for 
cash, and all bills are due Monday 
following the weekly purchases, and 
a delinquency charge of 1-4 of 1 per 
cent. is Made, with a minimum of 
1, when bills are not paid when 
due.” The attorney wanted to know 
where this money collected as a de- 
linquency charge went. and the wit- 
ness sald it was carried ‘as part of 
the profits of the company. 

Mr. Shurtleff testified that a corps 
of salesmen was maintained at the 
company’s salesrooms, and that there 
are two specialty salesmen on the 
outside. He said one visita the pa- 
trons tof the company who are not 
buying as much as ig expected of 
them, in an effor tto boost the busi- 
ness of the company. 

FAR-FETCHED. 


Plans of the Los Angeles “rocery 
Company were carried out the “old- 
line jobbers” woula be forced out of 
business, Mr. Shurtleff said he had 
no such hopes. Pressed for a fur- 
ther answer. he admitted that this 
result was within the realm of pos- 
sibility, but considered the sugges- 
tion far-fetched. 

He said there are 275 détockhold- 
ers and buying customers connected 
with the company. All stockholders 
must be members of the Southern 
California Retall Grocers’ Associa- 
tion. There are 700 members of this 
association, he stated, but all of 
them are not stockholders or cus- 
tomers. 

In the forenoon Mr. Shurtleff out- 
lined a number of cases of alleged 
discrimination bv jobbers and manu- 
facturers against the Los Angeles 

mpany in refusing to recognize the 

neern as a wholesaler. “Most of 
them will sell us, but will invariably 
send us a bill through some jobber, 
oftentimes with an equalization 
check“, he said. 

The cross-examination of Mr. 
Shurtief will be continued at 10 
o'clock.

In his first public comment upon 
the bomb plot which nearl} cost 


him his life, Oscar Lawler at the 
Sisters’ Hospital yesterday declared 
nimseélf absolutely amazed by the 
revelations which have come as the 
sequel to the sensational suicide of 
Charles H. McGwire, Mr. Lawler's 
bitter enemy.

He 
admitted that he had for a time 
thought the explosion might have 
proceeded from faulty gas connec- 
tions. due to some late plumbing 
work done. The discovery of the 
remains of the bomb ani the suicide 
of MeGwire convinced him, against 
his will, that he had enemies so im- 
placable they would stop at noth- 
ing.

during the battle over the Kafitz 
estate In which Mr. Lawler opposed 
her claims. 

While considerably improved, Mr. 
Lawler not yet out of d-nger, ac- 
cording to Dr. Thomas C. Meyers, 
who ty attend him at the Sisters’ 
Hospital. He has had several rest- 
less nichts lately, partly due to his 
anxiety over the interests of his 
clients in pending cas“. 

The physicians believe, however, 
that, under favorable circumstances, 
Mr. Lawler’s improvement should 
be rapid from now on. His prin- 
opal danger is from curtailed ell- 
mination, due to the closirg of haif 
of the pores of his body bv burns. 

Contrary to the general fear of his 
friends, Mr. Lawder will not be 
seriously disfigured. The scars of 
the burns will show but little on 
his face, the doctors say. 

If all goes well it is the present 
plan for Mr. and Mrs Lawler to 
leave the hospital about September 
1. They will leave town at once 
and go to some secluded place for 
rest and recuperation.

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EVIDENCE OF PROFITEERING 


Local Market Survey Reveals Wide Dif- 
ference in Food Prices. 


Profiteering is the topic of the day 
in kitchen as well as counting room 
and it is by no means certain the is- 
sue is not more important in the first 
kingdom than ft is In the second. The 
housewife is the real sufferer and 
during the past months she has taken 
2 involuntary course in domestic 
economy that has been more prac- 
tical than those taught in theory at 
& university. and which lead to a 
fancy degree. 

Given a fixed income, or at best 


an income which increases out of 
all proportion to the express rapidity 


has jumped, her problem has been 
more difficult than the job laid down 
by the biblical reporter of making 
two dlades of grass grow where but 
one had grown before. Every wom- 
an who reads this knows better than 
any other member of her family just 
what a 40 cent dollar-meanr, and 
while she may not be altogether cer- 
tain of the technical meaning of 
the terms inflation and expansion, 
she knuws what she can do, or rather 
what che cannot do, with the 
familiar silver orb. 

We have been told repeatedly that 


the face of abundant crops, and 
ofa buying public which would 
have made no complaint of the in- 
creased cost of handling and pack- 
ing which all recognize, this fruit 
has been sacrificed or sent to can- 
neries to be preserved and stored 
to be brought out next winter and 
offered to the trade at robber prices.

TRADE RESTRAINED. 

To make a veracious narrative it 
is also necessary to relate that in 
many instances, not all, bit many.

curréncy. Production, we ere told, 
je greater than ever. There is no 
real vhortage of supplies. There 
have been no érop failures. and yet 
the price of necessary commodities 
has gone up and up and np until 
the woman who is called upon to 
perform a mircale with the pay en- 
velope is all but frantic. 

THE RETAILER. 
The housewife comes into direct 
and intimate con with the re- 
taller. He is the one to whom she 
looks for ir play. She knows 
little about the intermediate dealers 
between the corner grocer and the 
rancher or truck gardener. The re- 
taller assures her that the fault is 
entirely with the other fellow; that 
he is not making any more money 
than he made when food was a 
necessity inetead of a luxury. 
Today let us discuss together this 
phase of the situation, which is es- 
pecially apropos, since the President 
recently suggested that one remedy 
for the present condition would be 
to require all goods to be plainly 
marked with the price at which they 
came into the hands of the dealer 
so that the customer could see at 
a glance just how big a prost she 
was paying. 
MEAT CHEAPER. 


Nearly every home buyer will 
agree, probably, that the meat situa- 
tion is considerably better than it 
Was three, four or six monthe ago. 
The retail butchers have finally seen 
the light, and investigation by this 
department leads to the conclusion 
that the wide gulf which for so long 
was fixed between the retailer and 
the grower has narrowed down to 
what may almost be called a legiti- 
mate profit. 

When beef, pork, lamb, veal 
and mutton on the heof de- 
gan to drop last Spring it dropped 
fast, but for weeks there was no in- 
dication that the retailers had heard 
the news, for prices were maintained 
at war levels. When the matter was 
brought home to them they said 


that the high prices for superior 
cute were necessary because the 
public refused to buy the cheaper 
cuts, and they were compelled to 
charge more for the fine portions to 
offset losses on the other. 
Since then beef on the hoof has 
declined about $4 per hundredweigh 
but allowing a reduced margin o 
probability in the claim mentioned 
above it is true that the price of 
moet cute at retail have also de- 
clined from 5 to 7 cents per pound, 
Yesterday excelient rib steaks were 
on sale for 25 cents the pound; 
bacon at 45 cents, which ft only 11 
cents per pound more than it sold 
Yor at the city sale a week ago. 
This seems like a big difference, but 
it should be said, in fairness, that 
the quality of the 45 cent bacon is 
better than that of the government 
offering in that it is thinner, leaner, 
and less salt. A good veal roast 
eould be had for 22 cents; lamb roast 
for 25 centa, and sausage for 45 
cents. These prices are high, of 
course, and show a Dig profit ab- 
gorbed somewhere between the range 
and the table, but they at least 
have the merit of being upon «a 
declining scale, and it is doubtful 
if the reputable members of the 
Butchers’ Retailers Association 
could be successfully accused of wil- 
ful profiteering. 
VEGETABLES TOO HIGH. 

One of the greatest hardships 

the housewife has had to contend 


with this summer in connection 
with high prices has been the cost 
of home grown vegetables and fruit 
which she has been accustomed to 
obtaining very cheap either for im- 
mediate use or for preserving.

There 
is some consolation in the fact that 
many of the retail dealers who have 
done this are Japs and probably a 
part of the combine, but there are 
enough of the others to keep the 
price level at the top notch. 

Here are a few significant figures 
complied after a visit to the term- 
inal market and afterwards checked 
up at half a dosen establishments 
in the business district. The prices 
are averaged, but based upon closely 
and accurately gathered figures. The 
terminal market list comes rst:

It is possible that in a few in- 
stances where there appears a wide 
variance the question of quality 
may enter, but for the most part 
the article exposed for sale on the 
retail stalls was more or leas fresh 
from the terminal open market. The 
big wholesale dealers do not quote 
in small lots and their prices prob- 
ably average a little higher than 
those used, although {ft must be un- 
derstood that while they maintain 
receiving and shipping stations, with 
truck and delivery system and the 
necessary overhead they do not sell 
to the retail buyer. Their prices 
are strictly wholesale to the trade. 
The so-called open market runs 
through the core of the termina! 
Plant and that is where the pro- 
ducers sell their stocks at wholesale. 
or at retail, if the prices offered by 
the big buyers are not satisfactory. | 


TOO, MUCH PROF'TT. 


Tt will be noted that in scarcely 
an instance is the final profit, that 
is the profit realized by the retailer. 
less than 25 per cent. while in some 
cases it mounts to 250 per cent. This 
tacked on to the big excess profit 
presumably realized by both the 
grower and the wholesaler gives us 
an insight at least into one reason 
for the high cost of living when it is 


| brought home to our own back door. 


Regularly established and reliable 
dealers say that it is not fair to 
quote the prices made on this curb 
market and which they claim 
fluctuate with the dally ebb and flow 
of trade. Their orders, they say. 
are stabilized, and fluctuate with 
the law of supply as established by 
the whelesalers with whom they 
deal, and the law of demand 
evidenced by the public, and that 
further they charge only a fixed 
sum over cost to cover overhead, 
spollage, and net profit. 

It is not the purpose to charge 
this class of dealers with proffteer- 
ing, but the survey does indicate 


a mighty loose condition of market- 
ing and a wide open door for the 
grower and the dealer whose con- 
science will permit him to use it. 


A Pasadena subscriber writes to 
ask that we print a good recipe for 
making sweet pickles. The following 


one for sweet pickled peaches is 
equally as good for pears, apples, 
crab apples and plume: 

Eight pounds of fruit, four pounds 
of sugar, two ounces of cloves, one 
quart of vinegar and two ounces of 
stick cinnamon. 

Boll the sugar and vinegar with 
the cinnamon for five minutes, then 
put in the peaches, a few at a time, 
with one or two cloves in each 
peach. When they are done enough 
to prick easily with a fork take them 
out of the kettle and put in others 
to cook until they have all been 
cooked. Boll the syrup down to one- 
half the original quantity and pour 
it over the peaches. Seal while hot.

TOOTHSOME FISH IN 
GELATINE PACKING. 


Tuna, or any other canned fish is 
delicious prepared with a cucumber 
jelly. 

To prepare the jelly pare two cu- 
cumbers, slice and place in a sauce- 
pan. Add a slice of onion, a tea- 


* 


minced green pepper, one-half tea- 
spoon of powdered sweet herbs and 
cold water to cover. Season to 
taste with salt and simmer until the 
cucumber is very tender. Press 


lemon juice, one-fourth teaspoon of 
paprika, and for each cupful of 
vegetable liquid use three-fourths 


tablespoonsful of gelatine softened 
in three tableepoonsful of cold water. 
When the gelatine is dissolved color 
with a few drops of green vegetable 
coloring matter, cool and, with the 
assistance of the jelly, mold tuna 
Nan in layers with slices of hard- 
botled eggs, bits of feathery parsley 
and sliced stuffed olives. The tuna 
fish should be previously rinsed in 
cold water and exposed to the air 
at least a half hour. Chill on the 
ice and serve unmolded. All cooked 
fish is delicious served in this way. 

Another inviting dish prepared 
with gelatine is parsiey jelly, which 
can be made for a salad or for gar- 
nishing a meat dish of any kind. 
Clean the parsley and heat it in a 
double boiler with a little water for 
half an hour. Strain, and to a pint 
of the juice add a pound of sugar, 
the grated rind and the juice of a 
lemon, and boil twenty-five minutes. 
Stir in a tablespoonful of granulated 
gelatine, softened in cold water, and 
chill. This can be poured into a 
mold and surrounded with a meat 
salad, or it can be cooled in a bow! 
and cut into dice for garnishings. 
For a salad, chopped nut meats can 
be added to it, and then cubes of 
the jelly — . served on lettuce 


with mayon 


Crab-apple jelly is one of the 
choicest of jellies. This week crab 
apples ard plentiful and about as 
cheap as they are likely to be. It's a 
good time to make jelly and its by- 
product crab-apple marmalade or 
preserves. To make the jelly remeve 
stems and wash fruit. Cut out ell 
imperfect parts and the blossom end. 
Divide into halves and core, but do 
not pare. Put into the kettle with 
half as much water by measure as 
fruit. Simmer until fruit 6 tender. 
Turn into jelly bag and drain with- 
out squeezing. Allow equal measures 
of juice and sugar. Jelly should be 
bolled in small quantities to insure a 
clear, well-colored jell. A quart of 
juice should jell in about twenty 
minutes steady boiling, stir occas- 
sionally, test by dropping from 
spoon. When done fill jelly glasses, 
let coo] a few minutes and cover 
with parafiine. 

The crab-apple pulp left after the 
juice is drained out can be made in- 
to marmalade, or if the halves hold 
their shape they may be made into- 
preserves by cooking them in a hot 
syrup.

variations. Use only the green mint. 
such as is gathered wild by every 
country brookside and sold in city 
markets in neatly-trimmed  bou- 
quets. Dried mint will not do for 
the purpose. The drink calls for two 
lemons, half a cupful of mint leaves, 
cut from stalks, two cupfuls of sugar 
and two cupfuls of water. Wash 
the mint thoroughly before remov- 
ing the leaves. Squeeze the juice of 
the lemons over it, and let them 
stand together until the sugar has 
been heated with half the water. 
Remove the syrup from the stove 
and pour it boiling hot over the 
mint and lemon juice. Add the oth- 
er cupful of water and set it away 
to cool. Serve with plenty of 
crushed ice, and add more water, if 
desired. 

A mint lemonade is particularly 
good with a flavor of tea. Prepare 
a quatt of lemonade, using four 
lemons and four tablespoonfuls of 
sugar. Also prepare a pint of 
strong tea. Drain it while very hot 
over a bouquet of fresh mint leaves. 
When it has become cold etir it into 
the lemonade and serve with 
crushed ice. 

Another formula calls for six lem- 
ons, six cloves and five or six sprays 
of mint to a quart of ice water and 
a pint of tea. The tea should be 
poured boiling hot over the mint, as 
before. 

Ginger ale is often added to a plain 
lemonade. When crushed mint 
leaves are added the mixture be- 
comes more festive and is especially 
refreshing. To every quart of lem- 
onade add a quart of ginger ale. Put 
both together into a punch bowl con- 
taining cracked ice. Bruise the 
stems and larger leaves of the mint 
sprays with the fingers so as to bring 
out the flavor, and put these sprays 
into the punch bow! about half an 
hour before serving. 

Strawberry lemonade is just the 
thing on hot days at this season. 
Add strained and sweetened straw- 
berry juice to a pitcher of lemonade 
in proportions to suit the taste. A

To Set Colors.

Most colors re- 
quire acid—@ither vinegar or alum 
water. Soak’ for ten minutes in a 
pall of wall to which has been add- 
ed half a pint of vinegar, or two 
ounces of alum. Then wash, being 
careful to dry in the shade. Black 
and white and gray mixtures should 
be soaked for a few minutes in strong 
salt water. 


Softening Water. 

Washing can be done much more 
easily if the water is softened with 
washing soda, lye or ammonia, being 
careful not to use too much in the 
water. There are soveral excellent 
washing powders on the market es- 
pecially prepared for alkali water 
You'll find that you save time and 
effort by softening the water. 


Soap. 

It is predicted that soap is to be 
even higher in price this fall. You'll 
find that soap that is “cured” goes 
much further than “green,” and in 
addition to the money saving effect- 
ed by buying in large quantities 
you'll find that the soap will last 
longer if you buy it by the box and 
store it in a dry vlace—tnat incon- 
veniently high upper shelf in your 
pantry will be just the place for it. 
Also soap will go further if made 
into a jelly. Shave a bar. cover 
with boiling water and simmer un- 
til soft. A few drops of ammonia 
are a desirable addition. Use a hand- 
ful of this jelly to a tub of water. 
If there are very dirty things to 
wash add a tablespoonful of borax 
to the water. 

Bleaching Clothes. N 
This ts the best time of the vear 
tp bleach yellowed clothes. Make 
a eaturate solution of cxalic acid. 
Use two tablespoonfuls of this to a 
gallon of boiling waiter. Plunge the 
yellowed clothes Id this, wring out, 
dry in the Wot sunshine, spreading 
on the grass it possible. Then wash 
as usual. 

Badly faded garments can very of- 
ten be bleached white by washing in 
extra strong sud, then hoiling in a 
solution made by using a heaping 
jablespoonful of cream of tartar to 
a gallon of water. Be sure to keep 
the boiler filled and the garments 
well under water. The time required 
depends upon the degree of color. 
usually at least an hour is required. 
Rinse thoroughly and dry in bright 
sunshine.

CHICKEN CHOWDER. 


One-fourth pound of fat salt 
pork, round in the meat grinder, 
six medium sized onions also ground. 
Two quarts of potatoes cut into 
cubes, one quart of chicken cut into 
cubes, one quart can of tomatoes, 
strained. Stock that the chicken was 
bolled tn. Put the ground pork 
into a large kettle and try out, be- 
ing very careful not to burn, add a 
dash of cayenne and a little more 
salt if necessary. Add to the pork, 
when tried out, the ground onions 
and let simmer in the pork fat till 
brown. Cover the pork and onions 
with the stock and let boll for one- 
half hour, then put in the potatoes 
and the chicken and, lastly, the to- 
mato juice.

Nominations for the new shop 
committees of the employees of the 
Los Angeles Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock Company were made yesterday 
and the election will take place to- 
morrow under the rules laid down 
by the War Labor Board, after the 
nominations have been posted.

Dur- 
ing the ten weeks before the ‘strike’ 
was called the company paid in 
wages to its employees about $1,800,- 
000. During the ten weeks since the 
‘strike’ was called the company has 
paid to its employees in wages about 
$150,000. h 

“There has been a gross loss in 
wages of $1,660,000. Four vessels 
valued at $1,800,000 each that should 
have been added to the country’s! P 
merchant marine and which were 
badly needed are still uncompleted. 

“Who has benefited? Not the men 
who have lost that $1,650,000 in 
wages. Not the families of the work- 
men, who have been deprived alike 
of the necessities and thel uxuries of 
life which those wages would have 
procured.

J have spoken to numerous prom- 
inent actors In motion pictures since 
firet the rumors began circulating 
and 1 have been assured by them 
in all sincerity that they were not 
in sympathy with such a step as a 
rumored walkout and that they feel 
certain that no such action is being 
seriously considered,” said Mr. De-

other prominent producers, and the 
general attitude is that the strike 
will not have any effect on the 
picture-making industry.

Uniess the covenant is ratified, the

“In Napoleon's time, continued 
the speaker, there were peace pacts 
signed, but each and all of them con- 
tained the seeds of future wars and 
Gissensions, but in Paris, under the 
leadership of President Wilson, they 
have made a peace that will make 
war impossible.” For this great 
work. declared the Secretary, the 
President will be remembered as one 
of the three great men of the na- 
tion's history—Waghington, Lincoln 
and Wilson. 

“There is only one thing to do-— 
adopt the covenant,” the speaker as- 
sured his hearers. “There is now 
under discussion at Washington a 
document of greater import to the 


World than any good news since the 


advent of the Christ, and bearing in 
ite provisions the same message of 
‘peace on earth, good will to men.’ 

“Heretofore, every nation has be- 


| Heved in, thought about and planned 


for war, and now, for the first time. 
twenty-one nations have signed an 
agreement that wars shall cease to 
trouble the world.” 

ANTIS ARRAIGNED. 
The speaker, without mentioning 


names, made a ecathing arraignment 
of those men in Congress who are 
opposing the covenant, saying they 
first declered they would oppose it 
absolutely, but in this they did not 
have the courage of their convic- 
tions; they then insisted upon a se- 
ries of interpretations, but could not 
agree among themselves; then on 
certain amendments—but, Mr. Dan- 
lela declared, he knows the great 
American people would insist upon 
the adoption of the covenant as a 
whole. 

The speaker referred to the occa- 
gions on which he selected the names 
of heroes of the navy during the 
late war for destroyers now building 
for the fleet, and spoke of the great 
superdreadnaught now building at 
Mare Island, which will be the most 
powerful battleship in the world.
